Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1956,  with 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  good, 

n  *  i 

There  has  been  a  decrease  of  1.9  per  1,000  population  in  the 
birth  rate  and  a  decrease  of  1,0  per  1,000  in  the  death  rate. 

Infectious  diseases  have  been  very  few  with  only  26  notified 
cases  one  child  only  being  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  No 
diphtheria  and  no  acute  poliomyelitis  have  occurred.  Two  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  notified  but  there  we re  no  deaths  from  this 
disease. 

No  epidemic  or  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  notified,  but 
there  were  however,  13  notifications  of  sorre  dysentery, 

••  'Fifty  four  Council  Houses  or  old  person’s  bungalows  have  been 
built  during  the  year  and  23  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 
The  bungalows  are  particularly  welcome  as  it  is  the  firm  desire 
of  the  old  age  group  of  residents  to  remain  in  their  own  village 
and  not  to  be  removed  to  residential  homes.  The  plan  of  grouped 
bungalows  in  charge  of  a  warden  has  been  considered  but  it  is 
thought  there  is  no  need  for  this  at  present;  the  matter  will, 
however,  be  kept  in  mind. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  slum  clearance  by  closing  and 
demolition  orders. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Surveyor’s  report  that  the  unsatisfactory 
drainage  and  sewerage  conditions  were  unchanged,  but  permission  has 
now  been  obtained  to  commence  the  Ailsworth  and  Castor  scheme.  When 
main  sewerage  has  been  completed  in  this  area,  and  other  parts  of 
the  Rural  District,  a  long  standing  necessity  will  have  been  met. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality.

The  majority  of  food  shops  in  the  district  are  small  general 
stores  with  living  accommodation  attached.  The  Standard  of 
cleanliness  and  general  hygiene  is  maintained,  with  isolated 
exceptions,  at  a  good  standard.  The  use  of  refrigerated 
counters  is  increasing  and  no  doubt  pays  dividends  to  the 
proprietors  concerned, 

(4)  The  method  of  disposal  of  condemned  food 

Apart  from  diseased  offal  at  slaughterhouses,  no  other  food 
was  condemned  during  the  year.  Condemned  meat  is  disposed  of 
to  a  firm  who  deals  in  waste  products  and  rece^ts  are 
furnished  by  the  butchers.

On  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  a  total  of  122  pigs  were  checkweighed  at  the  two 
approved  centres  and  certificates  issued  for  guarantee 
payments.

One  grant  was  in  respect  of  the  conversion  of  a  farm 
building  at  Glint on,"  into  two  houses,  and  12  were  in  respect 
of  houses  occupied  by  tenants,  and  one  made  in  connection 
with  a  cottage  at  Northborough  has  been  cancelled  by  the 
Owner,  who  does  not  xoropose  to  proceed  with  the  work.

Drainage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  proposed 
sewerage  schemes  for  the  district  and  the  general  conditions 
throughout  are  as  stated  in  my  Report  for  1955* 

The  difficulties  experiences  in  connection  with  the 
sewers  and  pumping  station  at  Crowland  Road,  Eye  Green, 
which  the  Consulting  Engineers  have  in  hand,  had  not  been 
remedied  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  it  is  understood  that 
the  new  Pumping  Plant  is  expected  early  in  the  current  year. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  as  far  as  possible, 
nuisances  arising  from  the  dis-charge  of  house  drainage  into 
the  various  dykes  throughout  the  district.,  particularly 
during  the  summer  months. 


Water  Supply 


The  total  quantity  of  water  purchased  in  bulk  from 
the  City  of  Peterborough  has  been  62,465,000  gallons  as 
against  64,238,000  gallons  for  the  year  1955,  a  decrease 
of  1,773,000  gallons,,  This  slight  decrease  is  probably 
due  to  the  abnormally  wet  summer  and  to  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  fractures  to  the  mains  in  the  Newborough  and 
Borough  Pen  area. 


Petroleum  (Regulations)  Act, 

47  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  to  store 
petroleum  gpirit  for  private  useage  and  for  sale.  The  amount 
of  fees  collected  in  respect  of  licences  issued  amounted  to 
£28,  10.  Od. 


Omnibus  Passenger  Shelters 

The  permanent  brick  shelters  at  Clinton,  Helpston  and 
Northborough  were  completed  during  the  year  and  a  further 
brick  shelter  was  erected  at  Crowland  Road,  Eye, 

There  still  remain  to  be  erected  one  shelter  at 
Marholm,  one  at  Guntons  Road,  Newborough,  and  one  at 
Peterborough  Road,  Eye,
